2.Vital Statistics. 


For the purpose of calculating both birth and death rates 
the Registrar General's estimate of the resident population for 
mid 1949 has bcen adopted.

Water Supply. The exceptional drougut of 1949 caused very little 
inconvenience in that part of the district sexved by public mains. 

As in previous dry summers the highcor Locolitics within the areca 
were, on a few occasions, vithout. water for short periods during the 
daytime. In anticipation of a vossibl. shortage a trailer fire pump 

was purchased and this was brought into use for long periods each week 
during the critical »criod to boost water SPem=sae=eid from the old 
Hasingwold Reservoir (abandoned several years ago) into the Mains serving 
the Orayke and Stillington Parishes. One Spring was added to the 

No.l Supply as an emergency measure and for a number of wecks the Booster 
pump taking water from the Tholthorpe 2.A.F.Supply was operating alnost 
continuously. 


Scveral miles of pipes have been celivercd and deposited 
along the routes of the proposed water mains which will serve the remaining 
parishes which are at present without 2 satisfactory supply and a few 

miles of mains have becn laid as part of the Ryedale Scheme. Worl on the 
two large Storage Reservoirs is well advanced. 


The new link: main connecting the Malton Rural Distxict 
Bupply to the mains of the Hasingwold Rural Jistrict was completed and 
peeeee into use during the carly part of the year and greatly improved 

ne supply to the Sutton and Stillineston parishes. 

ALL new mnergency sources of supply wore tested 
pectcriologically before being turned into the main systems and the 
Chiorinator plants were kept in continuous operation. Twenty one 
semales of treated water and 38 samples of untreated water taken from 
the puslic supply mains were submitted for bacteriological cxamination. 
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Water Supply continued. 

Eleven of the samples of the untreated were reported to be unsatisfactory. 
Four Chomical samples, one of the emergency supply and three of the regular 
Supplies were taken and wexe reported to be satisfactory. The water supplied 
is not liable to plumbo-solvent action, Approximately 100 houses out of 
2,000 houses suvplicd receive their water from standodipes. 


During the year aporoximetcly GO premises have teen connceted to 
pl bts ps 
the mains water supply and 80 extcnsions to existing water scrvices carried out. 


Drainage and Scwerage. No extensions to scvers have been carxied out and 
the dangerous conditions duc to tne inercase in the water scrvicos and the 
installation of modern sanitary conveniences and amenitics is pecoming a 


meriace to health. 


The sewerage and sewace disposal works agreed for 
Aine ,Shipton, Tollerton,liclperby and Brafferton arc urgently required.

The 4.6 houses erected by the Local authority in 1949 were 
distributed as follows :- 
Crayke 4, Tollerton 8, Coxwold 4, Sutton-on-Forest 4, Shipton 6, Alne 
4, Huby,4, and Easingwold 12, (non-traditional Airey Rural Type). 


The number of houses allocated for 1950 are to be distributed as 
follows := 

Stillington 4, Husthwaite 8, Newton-on-Ouse }., Crayke 4, Alnc 6, 
sutton-on-Forest 4, Farlington 2, and Whenby 4. Total 36 houses. 
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No. 6. 


Housing continued. 


Eighteen houses have been discontinued as seperate dwellings, fourteen 
(5 demolished) of these in consequence of action taken by the Local 
Authority under the Housing Acts. 


The necessary labour being available and the general improvement in 
the supply of essential materials resulted in 46 houses being completed 
and occupied during the year. 


In addition 9 houses for erection under Private Enterptise were 
permitted by Licence, also work of conversion to provide two units 
of accommodation. 


It is estimated that a further 200 houses will be required to meet 
the immediate demand from the list of live applications but there 
remains a considerable number of unfit houses where the occupiers have 


have not applied for alternative accommodation but whose need must 
be catered for when circumstances permit.

Food Poisoning. 


There were no cases of Food Poisoning notified in the area during the 
last years 


Clean Food Campaign. 


All occupiers of food premises have been circularmsed, special reference 
being made to the danger of contamination by Rodents and insects. 


Other Foods. 

The several bakehouses and fried fishshops in the district have been 
systematically visited, relating to the storage and distribution of 
food. 

All these have been found satisfactory and no complaints have been 
received. 

Factory and Workshop Acts. 
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There are no underground bakehouses in the district. 
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18. Meat. 


Inspection is carried out by the Sanitary Inspectors who have had 

much practical experience in Public Abattoirs and Private Slaughterhouses. 
All animals for sale for human consumption are slaughtered in the 
Government Controlled Slaughterhouse where all meat is inspected. In 

a rural area such as this a comparatively large percentage of animals 

are slaughtered in emergency (actually 30% in 191.9 ) igetsybUlarainalee alin) 2) 
relatively greater loss of meat and offal. 788 animals out of a 
total of 2,625 were slaughtered in emergency, a few of these, however, 
would not normally be considered as emergency slaughter, i.c., pigs 
killed because of shortage of food, ungraded animals cte, 


All shops, stores and vehicles are systematically examined under the 
Public Health (Meat) Regulations, 1924.
